When 
enough had been put in the pit, and 
the impression of the liberal folks at 
Loveland was that each Denver man 
was good for a doaen ears or more, 
cool ashes were put over the whole, 
then warmer ashes, until there was a 
regular fire burning on top. Uy keep- 
ing this tire going the corn was 
roasted, and by the time the excursion 
train was to reach the place the bot- 
tom ears were done to turn. 

It was worth going to Loveland to 
eee the pit and the way the corn was 
handled. It was the sight of a life- 
time to see an able-bodied man get into 
the pit with a four-tine pitchfork and 
begin hoisting the roasted ears. At- 
tendants stood near with buckets to 
receive the corn, and these distributed 
them to the excursionists. Each ear 
had its quota of wood ashes on it. but 
by the exercise of a little care the 
husks were removed and the rich
